told as Morrison told his—with great cirect- 
mess and positiveness. 

Clayton courtroom was crowded as usual, 
and there were possibly more women in 
the seats than on other days. Whiie Mor- 
risor. was giving his testimony, many of 
the women turned away with an expression 
of horror, and looked at Barrington with 
aversion and dread. 

He, on the other hand, while he reg&rded 
all that the negro said with the deepest at- 
tention, allowed at times a smile to play 
over his features, and at telling points he 
flushed and his eyes flickered.

An Army of 150,000 Men, Well 
Posted in Skilfully Constructed 
Earthworks in Corean Mountains, 
Forms the Base of Their Offensive 
Operations 


EACH WING RESTS ON SEA, 
THE CENTER AT PING YANG 


The Official Report of the Japanese 
Commander Shows That the Daring 
Attempt to Block the Mouth of 
Port Arthur Harbor Failed 


LONDON, Feb. 27.—Aside from’ the 
possibility of the war becoming world- 
wide, the interest at this moment centers 
in the land operations of Japan. 

Japan must take the offensive, and 
upon her movements, those of Russia 
largely depend. 

Toda¥ ‘Japan has an army of 150,000 
men in Corea. The Japanese central posi- 
tion is Ping Yang, 70 miles south of the 
Yalu river—three days’ march. The left 
wing rests on Yongampho, near the mouth 
of the Yalu. Tne Japanese outposts are 
in the region of Wiju. 

The right wing of the invading army is 
posted on the military road running from 
Chaon Sieng on the East coast of Corea to 
Ping Yang. 

This is the Japanese main defense line 
in Corea. Since the landing of the first 
troops two weeks ago, an army of Corean 
Chinese and Japanese laborers have been 
at work night and day, under the direction 
of skillful engineers building defensive 
earthworks at the strategic points along 
this base defense line. 

The bases of this army of defense are 
at the port of Chemulpo on the West 
eoast and Wooson on the Bast coast of 
Corea. 

Since Feb. 10, more than 100 transporte 
have been engaged day and night carry- 
ing troops, munitions and food to these 
bases. These transports have not been in 
any way hindered by fear.of attack by 
Russian warships, for Russia, since the: 
fight at Chemulpo and the first attack on 
Port Arthur, has not had a single ship on 
the Yellow or Japan sea. 

The Japanese defense line is naturally 
strong—across Northern Corea, 50 to 60 
miles south of the Yalu river, runs a chain 
of mountains in itself offering a strong 
barrier to military attack. 

Having completed their lines of defense 
works, the Japanese army will begin of- 
fensive operations the moment the weath- 
er, the roads, the harbors and other factors 
are thoroughly favorable. Had the war 
broken out in October, events would have 
moved much more rapidly. Then weeks of 
fine, though cold, weather lay ahead. Now 
the theater of nostilities is swept by » 
succession of blizzards, freezings and thaw- 
ings that sorely try the stamina of even 
Japan’s veteran winter campaigners. The 
ravines and mountain sides are either 
snowbanks or roaring torrents. Some roads 
are impassable; the ice on the rivers is 
treacherous, and the landings all around 
the coast are difficult, and in many in- 
stances perilous. 

Despite the credence given the report 
of Japanese landing at Possiet Bay, 75 
miles south of VMHivostok, experts con- 
sider the idea of marching to Kirin, 300 
miles across a mountainous region, as 
absurd. It is declared that if the Jap- 
anese have landed at Possiet it was merely 
for the Purpose | of making a_reconnois- 
sance. ? 

It is entirely ‘probable that this force 
is intended to co-operate with a naval 
attack on Vladivostok. At all events it 
is in a strategic position, and serves as 
a guard to prevent a movement of Rus- 
sians from the-north to turn the right 
flank of the Japanese army on the main! 
defensive line in Corea. 

Recently Alexieff sent a strong force 
of infantry to Viadivostok for the pur- 
pose of heading off the Japanese inva- 
sion of the frontier of Corea and Siberia 
in the direction of Kirin, 

The Russians are possessed of full in- 
formation concerning these preliminary 
operations of the Japanese. Their Cos- 
sack scouts south of the Yalu in Man- 
churia and their Corean spies have given 
Alexieff news of every step so far taken. 

The important thing still concealed 
from the Russians and the rest of the 
world outside of Japan’s military chief- 
tains is the line upon which supe will 
deliver her attack. 

The theory is held here by ‘British 
military men that Japan will closely fol- 
low the plan pursued in her war with 
China. The first objective point. will be 
Port Arthur—attacking by sea and land. 

To enter Manchuria by the route fol- 
lowed by the Japanese in 1894 is more 
on the line of least resistance. In no 
other part of the country are there roads 
that will serve for military use. ~All of 
these roads lead to Port Arthur. 

Dispatches from St. Petersburg today 
say that the desperate manner in which 
the Japanese are returning to the attack

Bradley came to St. Louis from Bellevue, 
Neb., lately, and was stopping at 1141 Mar- 
ket street.

It did not give him much trouble 
at first, but became steadily worse and a 
week ago he was admitted to the City 
Hospital. 

During the days following the accident, 
before he went to the hospital, his crav- 
ing for cigarettes had diminished and his 
former daily allowance of 50 was cut down 
somewhat. Still he stayed away from the 
hospital, as long as he could. because he 
dreaded the enforced abstention from cig- 
arettes. He had been in a hospital in New 
York once and lack of cigarettes consti- 
tuted his chief suffering. 

But since he entered the hospital a week 
ago and was placed on a cot in division 9, 
he has been as free from the desire for cig- 
arettes as if he had never seen one. 

This is entirely contrary to all hospital 
experience, and the gmhysicians are at a 
loss to understand it. They declare that 
they have given the patient nothing to 
abate the craving for cigarettes. The pa- 
tient says he did not tell anybody at the 
hospital that he was a cigarette smoker. 

‘Cigarettes have all but ruined me and 
destroyed my progpects,’’ he said. “I am 
21 years old. I have smoked them for over 
ten years. While working in the daytime 
at Chicago I went to the Armour Institute 
at night and studied shop calculations and 


mechanical drawing, with the purpose of 
becoming en architect, but cigarettes had 
so impaired my mental powers that I had 
to give up either my cigarettes or my 
studies. T could not giye up the cigarettes, 
80 ] rave up the studies.

WILL CHECK DOWNTOWN FIRES 


Two New Engines and Truck Go Into 
Service in Wholesale District 
Tuesday- 


At 9 o’clock Tuesday morning two new 
fire engine companies and a new hook 


and ladder company will ‘‘strike on the 
track’’ and go into service in the new 
house at the corner of Eleventh street and 
Lucus avenue. 

The new engine companies will be known 
as Nos, 40 and 41, and the hook and ladder 
truck as Truck 13. Each of the engine com- 
panies will be manned by 12 men and the 
truck by 10. 

Engine 40 is what is known as a double 
extra first-class engine, the largest size 
made, having a capacity of 1100 gallons of 
water a minute, weighing 12,000 pounds 
and drawn by three horses. It will be able 
to throw water through three lines of hose 
of the ordinary size and one lne of three- 
inch hose, the latter size used only {in 
case of a large fire. The hose wagon of 
this conrpany is of an entirely new pat- 
tern, made, with the exception of the 
wheeis, entirely of steel, with arrangements 
for carrying two sizes of hose and equipped 
with a chemical tank under the driver's 
seat, for use in small fires. 

Engine 41 is of a smaller canacity. 750 
gallons a minute, and is much lighter, 
being calculated for longer runs and quick- 
er service. The hose wagon is of the 
ordinary type. but wili be equipped with a 
“deck nozzie’’ which will enable four 
streams to be concentrated in the one 
nozzte and requiring only one man to han- 
dle the four streams. 

Truck 13 is of a type entirely new in 
St. Louls, and in fact is a recent invention. 
It is raised and lowered by means of com- 
pressed air carried in tanks beneath the 
running gear. By the simple.turning of a 
vaive the heavy ltadder may be instantly 
raised to any desired angle. When the main 
ladder is raised, only two men are neces- 
eary to lift the extension ladder to the 
full height of & feet. The old style of 
aerial ladders require several minutes to 
put in service and take from six to eight 
men. 

The officers of the new companies will 
be taken from the downtown companies. 
men who are familiar with the construc- 
tion of the buildings in the district, with 
a few experienced subordinates on each 
company. From the 3} new men appointed 
Friday. Chief Swingley will select several 
for the new com jes. ne # and 
Truck 13 will respond only to alarms in 
their Immediate district. while Engine 
will cover a larger territory.

CORRESPONDENT SAYS

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 27.—The Port 
Arthur correspondent of the Russ tele- 
graphs as follows: 

“On the morning of Feb. 2%, a Japanese 
squadron, consisting of six battleships and 


four light cruisers, ap red on the hor- 
izon. e Russian cruisers Askold, Bayan 
and Novok were in the outer harbor. The 
Japanese ships, upon attaining a position 
within 35 cable lengths (about four and one- 
quarter miles) of the Russian ships opened 
an attack. At this tkme two of our tor- 

do boats were returning to our ships from 

‘izgeon Bay. 

“All the Japanese cruisers attempted to 
cut them off; nevertheless, one of the tor- 
pedo boats succeeded in reaching Port Ar- 
thur, while the other turned back. The 
scene of the battle was thus cut itn two, 
the Japanese battleships cannonading the 
Askold, Bayan and Novik, which were sup- 
ported by the batteries, and the cruisers 
pursuing the Russian torpedo boat, which 
entered Pigeon Bay. 

The cannonade lasted 40 minutes, and sev- 
eral shells fell at various points in the 
fortress. One Chinaman was mortally 
wounded by a splinter and one by a shell. 

‘In yesterday's affair. the maneuvers of 
the Japanese appeared to be defective. 
While turning back to. sea the Japanese 
battleships got bunched and our ships did 
not fail to take advantage of this fact. 
They opened a running fire and one could 
clearly see shells bursting amidst the tre- 
mendous target. This clurnsy maneuver on 
the part of the Japanese is considered as 
affording weighty reasons for the belief 
that the enemy's losses were heavy.
